Anti-Slavery Society was held in the Broadway 
Universalist Church, on Wednesday, May Uhh. 
The church, at the hour of mectizg, was well filled, 
After a voluntary on the organ, the President, Mr.

Lapiss avy Gentiemen: This is the twentieth | 
anniversary of the American Anti-Slavery Socicty. | 
I do not propose to go intu any extended prelimi- 
nary remarks, but simply to say at the outset, that 
the object of this Suciety remacnus unchanged, and, 
our purpose is as it was at the beginning. We 
make no side issue with this nation, or with the; 
slave power which goverus it, as absolutely as any 
plantation at the South is governed: but, declaring 
our eternal hostility to it, eutering into ne compro- 
mises with it, and making no attempts at eoncilia- 
tion thereof, we are resolved on its utter destrue- 
tion, vindicating in the slave every human being 
living on the face of the earth, undaunted by any- 
thing that may occur scemingly in favor of that 
power to which | have alluded, and resolved to 
continue to the end, come what may. We know, 
and you know, and the slave-holders know, and, 
the slave, and all in this world, and in heaven, and 
in hell, know that we are right in vindicating the, 
rights of man for every human being on this earth; 
and that only the base, or the blind, or the bigoted, 
or the unscrupulous, or the time-serving, or the| 
bloody-miuded, are against vs and our glorious! 
postion, 

{n regard to the work to be done, there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of slaves that have been added 
since this Society was organized, to the old stock, 
who are waiting for deliverance at our hands. At 
this moment the last great crime of the nation is 
nbout to he perpetrated; but the end is not yet. 
The liberties of this country have been hetrayed, | 
sacrificed, trampled in the dust. No man ean 
stand up in any part of our country, and say  be- 
fore Giod, truthfully, ‘IT live in a free land, where 
I enjoy all the rights which God vouchsafed to me 
by my very nature.” On all hands there are those 
who are conspiring to crucify liberty and to seal 
this nation over to destruction. It is for you, and 
me, and all of us, to see that such traitors are met; | 
that those enemies of God and man are unmasked; 
that no compromise, in any shape, for any purpose, 
or for any time, is made with the demon spirit of 
Slavery in this land. In regard to all in the 
Church or in the State found sympathizing with’ 
the oppressor, our duty is plain—in the name of, 
Jesus Christ to declare they cannot be Christians, | 
and in the name of genuine republicanism to affirm 
that they belong to those who sympathize only 
with the despots of the human rree in all parts of 
the world.

A country 
with such free iastitutions as this eannot exist but 
by a passionate avd supreme love of liberty burn- 
ing in every heart: and it is now come to this, 
that we know not the distinction between freedom 
and Slay ery, as is scen from any of the objections 
that have Leen urged against the cause of aboli- 
tien ; as, for instance, when we are charged with 
being abstractionists—with being zealous aud fa- 
vatical for an abstraction. What is the abstrac- 
It isthe golden rule of Christianity, the 
natural law of human justice, the only thing from 
the beginning of the world never questioned.— 
The existence of God has been denied; the doc- 
trine of immorality has been questioned; the ex- 
istence of the outward world has been speculated 





‘upon and denied; but the natural law of Justice, 


the golden rule, has never been questioned. This 
is the abstraction about which the Abolitionists 
are charged with being too zealous! 

Again: they have been charged with interfer- 
ence; they have been accused of being meddle- 
some. Why, their doctrine is to put an end to 
interference; it is Slavery that really interferes ; 
that interferes most cruelly with men and most 
impiously with God, lording it over God’s heritage. 

Then, again, what a decay of the spirit of liberty 


te . . 
jis revealed at this present juncture, when the 


country is overwhelmed by this iniquitous Nebras- 
ka bil, the most melancholy thing about which is 
the general insensibility of the people! It seems 
to me, if we felt rightly, all the business of this 
great City would be s s;end d, and men would 
tuck together in masses tu express their outraged 
sense of justice and freedom. Not as a clergy- 
man, not as a Christian, Lut as a man—and as a 
man laying no great claim to humanity—in the 
name of the Almighty, and no other name, | pro- 
test against the Nebraska bill (great applause). 
First, and mainly, not because it allows Slavery in 
the Territory of Nebraska, but because it does not 
solemnly, with every possible sanction, forbid the 
introduction of Slavery into that territory (loud 
applause). And, in the next place, because it is a 
mockery and an outrage of the very principle it 
professes to support, namely, popular soverciguty. 
What is the worth of that principle which is qual- 
ified by the colour of the the skin? What is that 
liberty which claims the right to violate liberty ? 
What rightcan be established to trampleon human 
rights? 

Some eight or ten years ago we wore all looking 
to Europe for a grand soclal revolution. We ex- 
pected that the great cause of human rights would 
enter into deadly struggle with despotic power. 
And how is itnow? There is a war there; }ut 
we hear not one whisper of any popular cause. 
It is a war of Kings and Governments. \ 
friends, it could not be so if this country were 
only true to its character and its destiny. We 
have the forms of a republic, but in fact we are 
becoming a great barbarian empire, whose main 
traffic isin human beings (applause). And, under 
these circumstances, if, as they say, Slay ery is 
necessary ; if, as they contend, it must always ex- 
ist, as it has always existed, then there is nothing 
left for us but to say that it is necessary, and must 
exist forever. We must bind our hearts and con- 
sciences to it sothat the voices pleading for the 
slave shall be, in this nation, like the voice of fate, 
sounding for ever in our cars!
